Opening protectives shall be maintained in accordance with the rules of the commission. Where
allowed by the fire code official, the application of field-applied labels associated with the
maintenance of opening protectives shall follow the requirements of the approved third-party
certification organization accredited for listing the opening protective. Fire doors and smoke
barrier doors shall not be blocked or obstructed, or otherwise made inoperable. Fusible links
shall be replaced promptly whenever fused or damaged. Fire door assemblies shall not be
modified.

Cited: >Red metal devices found on rated door needs to be removed per above code section.

The red metal device he referred to is called a PSD Swing-In Door Brackets. They are used on
doors which open into a room. They can be used on steel framed doors without any
modification.

These devices are used for Security Purposes on every door that houses children or youth in our
facility. They are designed for classrooms (many public schools use these currently) where
children are housed in case of an active shooter (or other threatening persons) that may be
present in the building.

The doors are locked but completely accessible at all times. One merely has to push on the
door from the hallway to gain access. This allows for quick entry when needed but further
allows the teacher/guardian of the children’s classroom to remove the device out quickly when
a lock-down is called. This does not prevent anyone from gaining access or leaving a classroom
unless the security measure is put into place.



This device does not block, does not obstruct or make the door inoperable in any way. The door
still operates and function as it was designed. Nor will it allow fire to enter the room if this is a
concern. It merely is in place for the safety of the children should we have a security event
arise while the children are in our care. Please see the attached informational sheet regarding
these devices.

It is for the reasons stated above that we would request that this violation be lifted and allow
our doors to be equipped with these security devices.
